Deserve More Importance. 

The board recommends an addi- 
tional assistant secretary of war and 
an additional assistant secretary of 
the navy, whose special province would 
be the development of military avia- 
tion. An additional assistant secre- 
tary of commerce is also recommended 
for commercial and civilian flying. 

Under this arrangement, the air 
force in each service would have a 
special guardian, but its statug would 
remain unchanged. It would not even 
possess the edministratwe indepen- 
dence of a corps like the marine corps, 
as proposed by Gen. Patrick, chief of 
the army air service, although the 
board recommends that “to avoid con- 
fusion of nomenclature,” the name of 
the army air service be changed to 
air corps. 

Assistant Secretaries for Job. 

In stating its reasons for recom. 
mending the placing of the air forces 
under the supervision of assistant sec- 
retaries, the board says:

“The quoted opinion of Gen. Persh- 
ing and the direct testimony of Gen. 
Summerall, Gen. Hines, and Gen. Ely;

Admiral Hughes stressed the need of 
the army and of the navy for their 
own air services.

HORSES IN THE LOQP. 

Chicago, Dec, 1.—The proposal of J. J. 
O’Mara, traffic officer, to legislate horses 
off city streets bears evidence of having 
been inspired by motor truck salesmen, 
as he says the teaming eompanies. can 
well afford to motorize. That is the 
stock argument of motor truck salesmen. 

Horses are used in the city because 
they are cheaper. In‘Chicago over 

22,000 is saved per year by delivering 
bread by horse truck instead of electric, 
and over $35,000 is saved by using horses 
instead of gas trucks on all short haula, 
per million dollars’ worth of sales. 

In New York a similar investigation 
just concluded discloses that the spread 
is still greater, amounting to no less 
than $62,000 per million dollars of sales 
when horses are used instead of electric 
trucks and $78,600 per million dollars of 
{sales as between horses and gas trucks, 


| when the work lies within the short haul 
zone. 

There can be no question as to the 
accuracy of these figures, as they are 
(taken directly from the books of large 
‘companies that have exact cost records, 

These differences, which are on ‘the 
| Uentest type of vehicle, are much great- 
;}er on vehicles having a capacity of 2, 3, 
| 4, 5 tons or over. Harry N. Taylor, 
‘president of the United States Trucking 
' company, asserts that it costs 2 cents 
per minute to keep a pair of horses 
and truck on the street, while it costs 
6 cents per minute td keep a motor truck 
of similar capacity going.
